The American Presidency. 


The campaign for the forthcoming 
presidential election in the United States 
is now in full swing, and excitement is 
growing as the issue between the various 
candidates for the Republican and Demo- 
cratic nominations respectively is being 
narrowed. By the death of Senator Frank 
Willis the Republicans have lost one of 
their most likely candidates, anc the field 
now seems to be fairly clear for Mr. 
Herbert Hoover, who first came inte inter- 
national prominence in connection with 
the Belgian Relief Fund. Mr. Hoover is 
an exceedingly clever politician. A man 
of few words, he understands the inner 
workings of the American political system 
thoroughly, and to that end is doing most 
of his preliminary electioneering behind 
the scenes. By a very subtle stroke he 
has captured the sympathies of a large 
section of the people of the United States 
who suffer from a kind of anti-foreign 
complex. Last week he introduced a bill 
into the House of Representatives pro- 
posing the formation of import pools in 
order ‘to counteract the activities of 
foreign monopolies of raw materials, and 
particularly of the British rubber combine, 
which at one time threatened to dominate 
the entire motor industry of the United 
States. Mr, Stanley Baldwin’s 
announcement, however, that all restric- 
tions on rubber production in the British 
Empire were being abandoned has taken 
much of the wind out of Mr, Hoovei’s 
sails, and, as a result of a determined 
attack by the Farmers’ bloc in the House 
of Representatives, his bill was defeated 
last Friday. Nevertheless, Mr. Winston 
Churchill's untimely boast that the British 
war debt would be paid by American 
rubber consumers has given Mr. Hoover 
a weapon of which he is taking the fullest 
advantage ; and he will appear on nomina- 
tion day as the champion of ‘100 per cent. 
Americanism’ against the world.

New markets must 
be obtained, and the development of 
America’s trade with Europe is essential. 
The cartel system has been started 
in Europe in reply to the trade offensive 
which the United States have been carry- 
ing out since the war. French, British 
and German manufacturers are beginning 
to realise that they must act together to 
meet American competition, and the 
economic co-operation of the principal 
European States may develop far more 
rapidly than anybody imagines at present. 
If the new President persists in the policy 
of aloofness from European affairs, 
Europe’s answer will not be long delayed. 
If, on the other hand, he takes a friendly 
interest in its problems, the dangers of an 


economic “ war ” will be minimised.

A New Forest. 


During the tree-planting season which 
has closed, a new forest of over 3,000 acres 
has come into being in East Anglia. 
Writing in The Observer, Sir William 
Beach Thomas tells how the desolate 
warren that was the demesne around 
Downham Hall has resumed the tree-clad 
richness of the Britain that Cmwsar 
invaded. The British Forestry Commis- 
sion, grappling after the Great War with 
England’s loss of trees, bought 26,000 
acres of rough land in Norfolk, whereof a 
total of 16,000 acres has been planted. In 
the last winter the greatest number of 
trees ever planted in one season was set 
down. The tree chiefly preferred is the 
Scotch pine ; the slower Corsican pine also 
is favoured. A good deal of beech is 
grown, but not mixed with conifers in the 
usual way. The beech mostly is used as 
fringes along the roads, and gaps in the 
solid plantation of fir often are filled up 
with beech. Here and there oaks are 
planted. As in French villages, “ the 
fruitful association of woodland and agri- 
culture ” is displayed. The East Anglian 
labourer earns, as a forest worker, £2 to 
£2 10s. a week for six months in every 
year, and usually he finds employment in 
weeding, lumbering or clearing in other 
seasons of the year. He has a cottage and 
some ten acres. He keeps pigs and 
poultry, and sometimes grows beet.

It is news to us that Russians prefer 
Scottish names; and the explanation, if it 
be just, is just with reservations. Such 
names as Buchan, McLachlan, Farquhar, 
Dalziel, Chisholm, Buccleuch, Menzies, 
MacLeod—these are names not to be pro- 
nounced with too ready an assurance by 
any gentile tongue. No doubt, a Russian, 
who is not daunted in his own country by 
such place names as Borisoglyebsk, 


the refinements of Scottish names with 
ease ; but why shou-d he find them simpler 
than the names of England? Had his 
claim been that Scottish names are the 
most picturesque, none would gainsay 
him. Every reader envies the Scdttish 
novelist, ‘‘ Came you by Balwhidder ?’’— 
asks Catriona—her own name a symphony 
—of Davie Balfour; and there is a magic 
:n her speech that would be lacking had 
she asked after Leamington or Burton-on- 
Trent. The Northern clipping of full- 
vowelled words, and the dash of Scandi- 
navian vigour in the soft Celtic syllables 
give Scottish names their frequent ad- 
vantage over those cf Ireland, although 
Allingham’s ‘Farewell to Belashanny 
is a litany of names to compare not un- 
favourably with anything in Scott. Irish 
personal names might be less acceptable 
to the Russian seeker of a patronymic on 
the score of easy pronunciation ; but black 
pugilists in America adopt such names of 
O’Brien as having a formidable air. Irish 
emigrants to America turn O'Byrne to 
Burns and O’Broder to Brothers, 
achieving the Rusian’s ends at the cost of 
family pride and the picturesque.

(SECOND NOTICE.) | 

A second visit to the exhibition in te 
Galleries of the Metropolitan School of Art 
allowed more than a passing glance at the 
drawings and water-colours. Mr. John 
Keating’s design for a poster representing 
the Irish dairy:ng industry presides over 
these exhibits ‘n the entrance gallery. It 
would be pleasaut to believe that the clean 
look of its bright blue and white scheme pre- 
sented a general truth. . 

Mr. A. St. John Partridge is, perhaps, 
the most distinguished of the artists whose 
work is represented in the Gallery. He shows 
a couple of oil paintings in another part of 
the exhibition; his coloured drawings are 
two scenes in Belgium. Mr. Bingham 
McGuinness’s water-colour, “' In ild 
Donegal ” (221), is plainly the work of an 
old hand, and is to be counted amongst the 
best of. the artist s later work. Mr. William 
Conor’s exhibits (230 and 238) were men- 
tioned in the former notice. Mr. Alexander 
Williams, whose work betrays no waning of 
skill, is represented particularly well in this 
gallery by a large and vigorous picture show- 
ing Croagh Patrick from the Murrisk shore, 
Clew Bay, a district which he has found 
most inspiring to his art (234). Another of 
the larger pictures in the water-colour 
section is Mr. David Gould’s ‘‘ Sunshine and 
Rain,” in which a fleeting aspect of a 
pleasant bit of country has been caught 
successfully (233). . Mr. Emmet Brady has 
found an uncommon subject in ‘‘ Discharging 
Timber at Scarborough “ (263). Mr. Otway 
McConnell’s ‘‘The Silver Morn” (268) is a 
clever piece of drawing. : . 

Miss Ursula Mahon, in two views of St. 
Anne's, Clontarf (217 and 219), has put 
water-colour to one of its best uses; and be- 
tween those two views is Mr. A. M‘Googan’s 
sole contribution to the present exhibition, 
a study of birch trees at Glendalough (218). 
Mr. Louis F. Giron’s eye is for architectural 
features, but. he makes pleasant little pictures 
of his studies (220, 222, 298). Mr. John 
Keating shows two more of his drawings in 
the Shannon Scheme Series (224, 225). Mr. 
Seamus Stoupe.has on view a number of 
pleasant water-colour sketches. Mr. G. E. 
Alexander shows three of his agreeable 
landscapes (240, 202, 284). There are 
several excellent water-colours by Mr. R. 
Cresswell Boak, most of them picturing Irish 
scenes. Mr. Theo J. Gracey, as usual, has 
had a number of his cool and pleasant water- 
colour sketches accepted. Reminiscences of 
travel are contained in Miss Mabel Rains- 
ford’s two small pieces (226 and 273). The 
composition of Miss Lilian Davidson’s ‘‘ The 
Tramp ” is original and clever (248), and 
Miss K. Blackham’s illustrations in Oriental 
style are out of the ordinary (251-5). Mr. 
R. Caulfeild Orpen has, as usual, something 
interesting to say in a quiet way, and a 
group of his sketches will be found in his 
regular corner by the entrance. — ; 

A little group ot portrait drawings includes 
heads of Mr. T. M. Healy by The MacEgaun, 
of Mr. James Egan by Mr. Maurice 
McGonigal, of Mr. J. H. Craig by Mr. 
Frank McKelvey, and of an unnamed um 
by Mr. Keating. Near these is an excellent 
crayon drawing of a boy with a dog, en- 
titled ‘‘ Godfrey and Bince ” (292). 

On a screen are a number of etchings of 
high quality: the other side of the screen is 
brightened by some wood engravings 
by Mr. George EE. Reiss, and a 
block. print by Miss Dorothy Blackham. 
Of the few sculptural exhibits, the chief 1s 
Mr. Oliver Sheppard’s “Lugh ” (326). . 

Further inspection of the other galleries, 
which contain the oil paintings, prompted a 
noting for mention of many pictures which 
could not be brought within the scope of the 
first notice. ‘‘The Witch,” by Mr. Henry 
W. Moss (28), is a vigorous painting in 
which prominence is given to trees. Of Mr. 
W. Crampton Gore’s exhibits, his “‘ Souvenir 
of India—Moonlight in the Garden of Taj 
Mahal ' (32), is, perhaps, the most interest- 
ing. Mr. J. Humbert Craig is seen at his 
best in ‘‘ The Return of the Herring Boats” 


). 

Of the Chelsea artists who have sent pic- 
tures for exhibition here this year, one of the 
most accomplished is Mr. Alfred Hayward. 
His contributions are '“ Summer Afternoon, 
Cheyne Walk” (66) and “Sussex Land- 
scape”’ (73). Mr. P. H. Padwick’s pictures 
are interesting, but uneven. The visitor may 
find amusement in comparing Nos. 68, 1355 
and 140. Mr, W. H. Clarkson’s “ Shepherd 
going home ” (71) has an attraction of its 
own. Miss Kathleen Ennis pursues a special 
branch of painting—the painting of flower 
studies—with success; witness her ‘ Prim- 
roses ” (82) and "Blue and Gold ” (5). 

One of Miss Eva Hamilton’s portraits is of 
Mrs. Andrew Jameson (107), who is shown 
sitting in a window, through which is seen a 
typical bit of shore in the neighbourhood of 
Sutton. An interesting point connected with 
Mr. Charles Somerville’s “ Fantasy ” (112) is 
the catalogue statement of its price as £157 
10-. (not including the frame). Mr. John 
Keating’s treatment of landscape may be 
studied in “ Glencree ” (123) and “ August 
in the Mountains’’ (204). Miss Florenco 
Pielou has a picturesque subject in. “ The 
Las: of the Old Pensioners ' (126). Several 
of her pictures, though modest in scale, are 
skilfully painted. Two portraits of Lord 
Ashbourne figure in the exhibition, one by 
The MacEgan (132) and ‘+ other by Mr. 
E. H. Porter (104). Mr. Sear O’Sullivan's 
portraits of an American girl and an 
American sculptor (155 and 165) are painted 
in confident style. Miss Lilian Davidson’s 
‘Kelp Gatherers’’ (187) is an excellent 
instance of her skill.

THE ATLANTIC FLIGHT. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sirx,—Is it too late—is it absurd—to pro- 
test against the intended flight across the 
Atlantic? I shall be told, cf course, that the 
science of the air, like every other science, 
needs experiment after experiment. I ask in 
return, what has been learned by all these 
experimental flights? Why did they fail? 
Where did they fail? Do the bones of the 
pilots, the wrecks of the ’planes, lie in mid- 
Atlantic or at the North Pole or in the West 
Indies? We do not know. Is the cause of 
failure a matter of compasses, of petrol, of 
ice, of engines? We do not know. The pre- 
sent method of experiment is childishly 
inefficient and unscientific and should recom- 
mend itself only to hysterical women and 
fifth-rate journalists ; and so I think it deplor- 
able that a brilliant and gallant flyer like 
Commandant. Fitzmaurice should have 
allowed himself to be carried away by the 
glamour of an enterprise which, if it fails, 
can add nothing to our knowledge. 

I believe that before I die, if I live to 
middle-age, the flight across the Atlantic will 

' @ commercial commonplace, but it will 
only come as a result of experiments 
scientifically carried out—as a result of 
flights of ‘planes across an Atlantic so 
adequately policed by ships that the pilots 
who fail ean be rescued and the reason of 
their failure learned. Any other kind of 
flight is mere “stunt,” amateurish and 
ridiculous. There are, I know, fliers careless 
of their lives and of their pilots’ lives. I 
would remind them that Nelson’s Pillar still 
stands and is at their disposal for the sum 
of three-pence.—Yours, etc..

Many 
people devoted the day to excursions into 
the country, and the trains to the 
favourite places of resort were heavily 
laden during the earlier hours. It was 
interesting to notice that motors were 
comparatively few in town, and, presum- 
ably, every car owner had gone further 
afield for the holidays. 


Britain and Afghanistan. 


-A rumour from Paris that an Anglo- 
Afghan treaty has been arranged, while 
it sounds not altogether improbable, is 
untrue. It is said that the story comes 
from Moscow, and that it was to be kept 
a secret until King Amanullzh had 
returned to Kabul. I understand that, 
while it would be incorrect to say that 
there is anything in the nature of a 
treaty, conversations with a view to a 
mutual arrangement between this country 
and Afghanistan have taken place; but 
whether such agreement will materialise 
into a formal treaty or arrangement is 
extremely uncertain. The King of 
Afghanistan would be unlikely to make 
any treaty of the kind mentioned in the 
rumour until he had returned home to 


Kabul. 

Irish Civil Servants. 

Directly after the close of the Easter 
recess, Colonel Howard-Bury intends to 
revive the question of the Irish civil 
servants, and will ask the Prime Minister 
whether he can make a statement as to 
their position, in view of the intention of 
the Government to allow legislation to be 
passed to nullify the decision of the Privy 
Council; or whether, in view of the con- 
stitutional questions that arise, and the 
interest that is taken in the question, he 
will give a day for a debate on the matter. 


The Royal Oak. 


Now that the Royal Oak trials are over, 
and sentence has been passed on the two 
officers who, undoubtedly, committed 
breaches of discipline according to naval 
law, it is generally hoped that the Lords 
of the Admiralty will take the matter in 
hand, and, by ignoring the strict letter of 
the law, see that something like justice is 
done. It cannot be pleasing to the heads 
of the Navy that the trials have revealed 
much that was miserably petty and silly ; 
but the courts-martial had to take place, 
and, as a sequel, sentence had to be 
passed. The demand to-day is that, for 
offences barely more than technical, the 
punishment shall be lightened—a matter 
strictly within the prerogative of the 
Lords of the Admiralty. That steps of 
some kind will be taken without any great 
delay seems certain, and it is thought that 
Mr. Bridgeman will issue a statement 
dealing with. the whole question before 
Parliament reassembles. 


Rates Relief. 
It is believed that one of the principal 


—that relating to rating relief—is so far 
advanced as to have been fully considered 
by the Cabinet. Great expectations are 
entertained as to the amount of assistance 
to local rates to be proved from the 
Exchequer, and it is highly improbable 
that they wil] be fully realised. The Con- 
servative Parliamentary Agricultural 
Committee hopes that it may be possible 
tc remit the rates now levied on agricul- 
tural land, a total remission that would 
entail a cost of about £5,000,000, a large 
item. If Mr. Churchill carries out this 
policy, there will not be much prospect of 
appreciable relief in the case of rates in 
urban districts, but the latest impression 
is that most of the benefit of rating relief 
will be given to rural areas. 


A Railway Subsidy. 


The news that the Chancellor also con- 
templates a kind of subsidy to the railway 
companies, in order that they may convey 
iron, coal and steel at lower freightace 
rates, has aroused considerable interest 
throughout the heavy industries, though 
there is something of a disinclination to 
suppose that anything so good can come 
their way. A substantia] reduction of 
railway rates on steel and iron would be 
welcome as helping to secure a return of 
prosperity to the trade; for it is said that 
the railway charges are anything from 
fifteen to twenty-five. per cent. of the cost 
of steel and iron products, and a really 
good rebate would be of great practical 
value. 


French Passports. | 


The decision of the French Government, 
that every week-end visitor to France, 
after June Ist, will have to provide him- 
self. with identification papers and a 
photograph, has come as a surprise to 
oficial circles, and no decision as to 
possible. representations to the French 
Government has been reached. It is im- 
probable, however, that the French 
Government wil] change its mind on this 
matter, since it has come to the decision 
after much consideration. Our own sea- 
side places and holiday resorts should 
benefit ; for many people dread the trouble 
entailed by taking out passports or 
identity cards, and there is nothing of the 
kind necessary here. The passport system 
has been out of date for years; but it has 
its uses, and the French Government 
seems determined to avail itself of them. 


The Franchise Billi. 


Doubts have been expressed whether any 
amendment to the Equal Franchise Bill 
could be moved which fixes the age for 
women voters at twenty-five, in place of 
the age of twenty-one. The Conservative 
opponents of the measure have framed an 
amendment which, apparently, is in order. 
It confers the vote on men and women on 
reaching the full. electoral age, and a 
further clause fixes the “‘ electoral age 
at. twenty-five. The proposal to raire the 
voting age for men by four years is not 
regarded seriously, and the overwhelming 
majority by which the bill passed its 
‘second reading shows that it is in no 
danger of substantial alteration during its 
prpgress through the Committee stage. 
The amendment may be debated ; but it is 
unlikely that it will be pressed to a 
division. 

Poland and Lithuania. 


The differences between Poland and 
Lithuania, which threatened to assume 
serious proportions, have become much 
less pronounced as the result of a con- 
ference between representatives of the two 
Governments and ours, has been welcomed 
here. Both countries have agreed to the 
appointment of a commission which will 
consider the question at issue, and give a 
decision on each matter which the 
countries concerned have agreed to accept. 
Various efforts, from time to time, have 
been made during the past few years to 
bring these two countries together, and it 
is hoped that the commission will be able 
to remove any cause of the friction between 


them. 


Air Speeds.

DRIVEN LIKE CATTLE TO 


SLAUGHTER. 

YAKIMA, WASH (by Al ait). 
One thousand wild horses, ‘‘ rounded up ” 
from their natural haunts in Eastern Wash- 
ington, have been driven to Yakima for 
slaughter and conversion into tasty morsels 
for pet foxes, dogs and chickens. 
Abandoned Indian ponies, running free on 
the range, become outlaw horses in this 
country. Occasionally these wild bands raid 
farms. Many of them run wild for years 
without being approached by a human being. 
Three dollars a head was the price paid by 
buyers who have been in Lincoln County 
ranges for the past month preparing for the 
drive.

said:—I have not the slightest objection to

do object to the General Council’s reaching 
a majority decision to attend such a con- 
ference in their official capacity. Such a de- 
cision commits the Labour movement in a 
way in which the Mond Committee are not 
committing the employers. 

Mr. R. J. Davies, M.P. for West Houghton, 
asked whether there had been a change of 
attitude of the executive towards conciliation 
in disputes. Having established conciliation, 
should they condemn it in other walks of in- 
dustry, and object to other unions doing the 
same thing’ (Cries of “No; we don't.”) He 
protested against this attitude of calling upon 
other people to fight the employer and 
capitalist class. They got some remarks on 
that line in the President’s speech. 

As an old miner, he said, Í object to men 
who were safe in their own jobs going down 
to the coalfields and poisoning the minds of 
the miners. I protest against the indecency 
of this sort of thing. (Cheers arid cries of 
“ No.”). Ji you want to fight the 
capitalist class, fight them, but until 
you fight yourself don't call upon other 
poor devils to fight. If you saw 
the poverty and distress í have seen among 
these poor fellows you would realise that it is 
with them not a question of Liberalism, Com- 
munism, or Toryism. Their cry is for some- 
thing to wear and to eat. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. W. Mackinder, M.P. for Shipley, said 
that the complaint was that certain people, 
while urging conciliation, patted the miners 
on the back, and said, ‘‘ Go on and fight.”

The conference passed a resolution statin 
that the new Labour policy of Imperia 
Chemical Industries, Ltd., was a movement 
fraught with manifold dangers to the chemi- 
cal workers of Great Britain, havin 
as objectives the elimination of a 
forms oí trade unionism in the 
combine’s works, with a view to reducing 
active opposition to the combine’s policy of 
rationalisation, which might result in. exces- 
sive speeding-up of production and distribu- 
tion, with short time or loss of employment. 

SHOP HOURS. 

Mr. James Gill, the new President of the 
National Amalgamated Union of Shop Assist- 
ants, V’arehousemen, and Clerks, speaking 
at the annual general meeting of the Union 
at Birmingham yesterday, referred to the 
Departmental Committee’s report on shop 
hours. The Government, he said, had left 
it to a private member to bring forward a 
bill which, as presented, would make con- 
fusion mcre confounded. The first essential 
step towards a sensible method of dealing 
with the problem was an enactment limiting 
the working hours of shop assistants to 48, 
or les*; per week. This would remove the 
power of the Minister of Labour to compel 
young persons to accept employment which 
entailed 74 hours per week, or be denied 
unemployment benefit if they refused, on the 
ground that an old Act of Parliament laid 
down 74 hours as the limit of legal employ- 
ment in shops for young persons.

Constabulary, came along with a motor cycle 
and sidecar, and took the youth to Tadcaster 
Workhouse. When admitted to the porter’s 
lodge he was in a very distressed condition, 
and stood with his hands covering his face, 
still keeping them there when told to sit 
down. 

“He roughly answered the description of 
the missing youth circulated by Scotland 
Yard. which was not then known to the 
workhouse authorities. He gave the name of 
William George Constant, aged sixteen , of 
Liverpool, and said that he was an orphan, 
his father. a sea captain, having been 
drowned at sea, and his mother having died. 
As he was evidently tired out, he was given 
some tea and put to bed. He said that he 
had walked Fá Holbeck Workhouse, in 
Leeds, that day, and was going on. On 
Saturday he was examined by the workhouse 
dottor in the ordinary way under the 
smallpox regulations, and, after a light task, 
was permitted to proceed, when he stated 
that he intended to go on to Pateley Bridge 
Workhouse, twenty miles distant. 

“ He has not arrived -there, but at eleven 
o'clock this morning he was seen at Colling- 
ham village, six miles from Tadcaster and 
nearer to Leeds. He was a well-spoken 
youth, wearing a scarf and a grey suit of 
good cut.” 

The parents of the missing boy are con- 
vinced that he is still alive. He disappeared 
with a companion, whose body was found in 
a weir pool near the school at the end of 
February. 

In an interview with a Press Association 
reporter. Mr. Jones said that his son knew 
the position of every town and county, and 
that it was possible he had wandered off 
alone. His hobby was nature study, and 
when in the countrv he always stopped to 
talk with farmers.

BIRTHDAY.

CANTERBURY’S LATEST 
FREEMAN, 


When the Archbishop of Canterbury (Dr. 
Randall Davidson) on Saturday celebrated 
his eightieth birthday anniversary, and the 
completion of his twenty-fifth year as 
Primate, the City of Canterbury conferred 
its freedom on him. Crowds lined the 
streets, and ted him as he passed from 
the Old Palace to the Guildhall for the pre- 
sentation. i 

'The Primate wore his official robes. When 
he arrived with Mrs. Davidson and the Dean 
of Canterbury the large company in the 
Guildhall stood while one of the retainers 
sounded a welcome on a horn which has 
been used in Canterbury since the middle ages. 
The Bishops of Wakefield and Dover were 
among those present. 

The Mayor (Alderman G. R. Barrett), in 
moving the resolution conferring the freedom 
on Dr. Davidson, paid a cordial tribute to 
his services to Church and State. They were 
able, he said, to welcome His Grace as a 
Kent man of fifty years’ standing—one to 
whom the hames of Stour and Medway were 
at least as fragrant as that of ‘Tweed. 

Alderman odode, a . prominent Free 
Churchman, seconded the resolution’ He 
told how during an outbreak of smallpox in 
Dartford in the seventies of last century a 
young curate (the present Archbishop) en- 
tered a house where a servant girl lay stricken 
with the disease, and, wrapping her in a 
blanket, carried her downstairs to a waiting 
vehicle which took her to, hospital. 

It was such deeds as this, said the sheriff, 
which made them realise the fearless charac- 
ter of the Primate and his love for humanity. 

The Archbishop took the oath in a firm 
voice. The scroll of the freedom was con- 
tained in an oaken casket made from timbers 
of Arundel Tower, Canterbury Cathedral, 
which *date back to the fourteenth century, 


PRIMATE’S REPLY. 


The Archbishop, on rising to reply, was 
received with great enthusiasm. Distin- 

uished men, he said, have held this honour. 
Whether any of them have reached the age 
of eighty I have my doubts; but, of course, 
octogenarians are rare people. I do not know 
whether anyone realises that there was no 
such word in the English language until 
about one hundred years ago. It was not 
that they did not exist—the word, at all 
events, had not been. coined. I know. the 
very first use of it is said to, be, “' Pity, in- 
deed, is due to futile octogenarians,”’ 
(Laughter.) There was an octogenarian Arch- 
bishop in earlier days—in Saxon times. He 
held office for a long period. We do ‘not 
know a great’ deal about his life, but we are 
told that he was a ‘‘ tactful ecclesiastic, who 
excommunicated the Archbishop of York.” 

When the laughter quickened by this sally 
had subsided, the Archbishop added, amid 
further laughter, ‘‘I dare say he did other 
things as well.” Eighty years, he went on, 
is a long life. I look back along those years, 
and one of my earliest recollections is the 
death of the Duke of Wellington. He was 
born in 1769. We are now in 1928, The link 
of these two overlapping lives is one of those 
things in Eriglish history which remind us of 
the continuity of the race. (Cheers.) 

Dr. Davidson added that the circumstances 
of his life had-led him to be in touch during 
a. great many years with prominent men in 
English life—men who had left, or would leave, 
their mark in history. He had been on in- 
timate terms with ten Prime Ministers, and 
he might say that six or seven of them had 
been his intimate friends. His duties had 
brought him into touch with bishops from all 
over the world. Among his personal friends 
he was able to remember Néáireái of bishops 
and men who had held, or were holding, 
episcopal offices. That ought to teach one 
something, but whether he had learnt the 
lesson well or not was another question. 

He wondered what Canterbury would be 
like in twenty years’ time. If the coalfields 
developed, as it was hoped they would, it 
would bring new “lar ic so to that city. 
But he was sure. that: the Mayor and Arch- 
bishop of those days would endeavour to dis- 
charge their duties in combination for the 
benefit of the people ameng whom they lived.

LESSONS FOR ADULTS. 


THE CULTURAL VALUE OF 
BROADCASTING, 


The proposals of the Committee of Inquiry, 
over which Sir Henry Hadow, Vice-Chancellor 
of Sheffield University, presided, touch not 
only the student, but the aged, the invalid, 
the busy mothers of families, the men of 
affairs, the followers of hobbies, those who 
have special interests of all kinds, and those 
who have a little general interest in most 
things. 

The signatories to the report have not set 
out to sacrifice entertainment to wages: ( for 
they have made it clear that the schemes 
which they put forward are dependent on 
the technical progress which will make pos- 
sible the provision of alternative programmes 
for the listener. More education will then 
go hand in hand with more entertainment. 

The main proposal is fhat the British 
Broadcasting Corporation shall associate it- 
self in the work of a National. Council for 
Broadcast Adult Education. This Council is 
to represent all the many interests concerned 
from the listeners’ side. It will exist not 
merely to give advice, but to undertake the 
planning of the educational programme, 
together with growing responsibility for the 
supplementary work which accompanies the 
broadcast talks and lectures, such as the 
organisation of group listeners. Nor is the 
work to be only centralised in London. The 
report is careful to emphasise the need fer 
preserving local initiative and _ interests, 
through the setting up of Regional Councils 
on @ similar basis to the National Council. 
A new weekly educational journal is fore- 
shadowed. 


A NATIONAL BOARD? 

In facing the problem: Where is the 
money to come from? the report sets out in 
great detail the financial provisions of the 
agreement of January 1, 1927, between the 
PostmasterGeneral and the British Broad- 
casting Corporation. 

Under the present arrangement the former 
retains not merely the 124 per cent. of the 
licence fees earmarked for the cost of collec- 
tion, a proportion which, the Committee state, 
on the face of ib seems high, but also, over, 
and above this, a further Eresthe of the 
licence money, which actually increases as the 
number of licences gtows. The report claims 
that the cultural value of broadeasting is such 
that the British Broadcasting Corporation 
may reasonably claim back part of this hage 
tax (for this, it is said, is what it amounts 
to), to be earmarked for developing pro- 
grammes. — Finally, the belief is expressed 
that if the immediate steps suggested are 
taken broadcast education will in no long 
time grow to such importance that it may 
require a National rd for Broadcast 
Education to develop its possibilities to their 
fullest extent. The members of such a board 
would be “ persons of national reputation.”

GLORIFICATION OF THE MASS. 


“Nightly to the watching earth,” said 
Mr. Hull in his presidential address at the 
conference of the National Union of 
Teachers, ‘‘ does the film boss of Hollywood 
show his ‘ dramas’ and his ‘ comedies,’ and 
propound his interpretation of life through 
illiterate captains and the limited sweetness 
of long-drawn-out osculations.

“ But what I do fear, and what we must all 
fear, is the danger of a half-educated elec- 
torate.

This is the time, 
therefore, for the educationists of the country 
to utter a solemn warning to the statesmen,

DR. RICHARD LANE JOYNT. 


We regret to announce that Dr. Richard 
Lane Joynt, M.D., F.R.C.S.,I., O.B.E., died 
of ptieumonia at 84 Harcourt street, Dublin, 
aged sixty-one’ years. The third survivi": 
son of the late William Lane Joynt, D.la, he 
was educated at Dublin University. 

A friend has written the following apprecia- 
tion of the man and his work :— 

By the death of Dr. Richard Lane Joynt 


| the surgical profession has lost one of its 


most remarkable personalities. 

To the general public he was merely a sur- 
geon of repute, discharging quietly and 
efficiently his daily work in a large clinical 
hospital—the Meath—and amongst his private 
atients. Within the surgical profession itself 
be was much better known, and the respect 
and admiration felt for his remarkable talents 
were both intense and profound. He was, 
indeed, a remarkable personality. To a 
thorough knowledge of hig profession he added 
& most intimate aciidltintance with the 
technicalities of almost every kind of handi- 
craft. He was a metallurgist and mechanician 
of a very high order, and possessed extra- 
ordinary skill in the manipulation of the tools 
of craftsmen who work in wood and metals. 
This skill and knowledge were ever at the 
disposal of his friends and colleagues, and 
many of the most successful results in the 
peace of grave injuries in the Dublin 
ospitals were due to apparatus, often quite 

iginal in design, nob. merely suggegted by 
him, -bufgactually made with his own Hands in 
hisown workshop. .. 
sis MALUABLE WAR WORK. 

: ‘Duritig the great war his capacity and 
éptitude in this branch of surgery was brought 
ander ‘the notice of the Imperial Government, 
and he was gazetted a Lieutenant-Colonel in 
the Royal Army Medical Corps, and appointed 
General Inspector ‘of Orthopedic Factories in 
Great Britain and Ireland. Sir Robert Jones, 
the. eat orthopedic specialist, who was 
principal medical officer in charge of the 
‘maimed victims of the war, soon learned to 
appreciate the rare gifts of his subordinate, 
and set him the task of designing apparatus, 
often of the most complicated character, to 
meet the very diverse demands which the 
tragedies of the war had produced. Many 
maimed victims of the war, who have lost 
more than one limb. have had their lives made 
tolerable, and their capacity for useful work 
increased a hundredfold by the apparatus de- 
signed, and in many cases actually made with 
his own hands, by this modest Irish surgeon 
who has just passed from us. 

Apart from this later work, he was one of 
the piori@ers in X-ray work, and, like ton 
many ot these pioneers, he paid a terrible 
price for his enthusiasm. Before its dangers 
were known, and the means for guarding 
against them had been developed, he was at- 
tacked in the hands, and for many years 
suffered agonies which he bore with his 
characteristic, uncomplaining fortitude. 


HIS LITERARY TASTE. 

Apart from his professional and mechanica! 
skill, he was a scholar of wide range and 
taste. He possessed an acute intelligence and 
a fetentive memory, and this, with the extra- 
Ordinary catholicity of his taste and studies 
made him a most interesting and delightful 
companion. English literature had in him a 
most. fervent worshipper. ‘The works 


him a constant inspiration, Intensely 1n- 
terested in Irish archeology, he was a mine 
of information on place-names and othe: 
points of interest in his native land, which he 
knew from end to end as few, indeed, know it 
Outside his professional work, he was a 
ring and experienced yachtsman, anc 
nothing gave him more pleasure than to leave 
his work behind him for a month or so in the 
summer and sail away in one of the many 
boats he owned to explore the Scottish lochs. 
or the bays of the South and West coast of 
Ireland, or the sunny shores of France. 

He was a member of the Council of the 
Royal College of Surgeons, and for man‘ 
ears one of its examiners in surgery. Had 
e wished it, his many friends would have 
gladly elected him Vice-President, but his 
modesty forbade his 1 Sey of the re- 
sponsibilities of such an office. As a clinica! 
teacher he was immerbely popular with h:- 
students, and by his colleagues in the Meat! 
Hospital and by his Wrother surgeons everv-

Indeed, this 
colt only made a single appearance, but, 
backward as he was for his race at the first 
October meeting at Newmarket, he was only 
beaten a short head and a head by The 
Wheedler and the more experienced Phara- 
mond. 

l have heard it said that Scatter will start 
favourite for the Derby this year, but there 
are a few hurdles to go over before that 
honour is attained. Pharamond has done 
particularly well, but in the Stanley House 
stable it is doubtful if he is accounted as 
goed as Fairway, who was placed 16lb. above 
him in the Free Handicap, ye. that 
interesting compilation was made before he 
won the Middle Park Stakes. 

Lord Derby has taken the rather unusual 
course of entering Pharamond for the Kemp- 
ton Park Jubilee. He is favourably treated 
in that race, having been given only 6st. 12ib. 
to carry. He will thus have to meet Hot 
Night, assuming both run, at 11lb. better 
than weight-for-age terms. The last three- 
year-old to win the Jubilee was Polar Star, 
who had 7st. 12)b. 

A GOOD THREE-YEAR-OLD. - 
Buland, who was placed aa Fairway 

at the head of the Free Handicap, has 

wintered well, but I believe that nothing in 
the stable of Mr R.. C. Dawson, who is so 
well dowered with high-class three-year-olds, 
has done better than Ranjit Singh, the son 
of Gay Crusader and Rackety Coo, bred by 

Lord Furness, who was such a good and 

genuine colt last séason. 

Through the running of Sunny Trace, who 
has come to hand rather earlier than any vf 
the other Beckhampton three-year-olds, Fred 
Darling will be able to get a good line for 
Gang W ‘arily, a likely candidate on his last 
year's running for classic honours. Cheshire 
Cat may be a lady of doubtful reputation, 
but she has a great grandson in Gang 
Warily and a granddaughter in Nance, who 
are well in line for classic honours this 
season, 

Gang Warily has been left in the Nonsuch 
Stakes, a new race over a mile, to be run at 
Epsom on the extra day, which has this 
season been granted to the Executive to 
soothe their ealings for the refusal of a 
licence for an autumn meeting on the Downs, 
and he is quite likely to run for this. 

The King’s filly Scuttle has been entered 
for the Brandon Handicap, to be run next 
week at Newmarket, Jarvis’s idea probably 
being to sharpen her up before her race in 
the One Thousand. Good as was the form of 
Scuttle last year, it is very doubtful whether 
she is quite in the same class as Toboggan, 
as the latter is thought to be a little excep- 
tional. Toboggan is by Hurry On, however, 
and Hurry On fillies have not up to the pre- 
sent averaged anything like as well as Hurry 
On colts. Indeed, a good many of them 
have been no great shakes, and they have in 
cases been called names that suggest the 
farmyard. 

Jack Jarvis;s colt Flamingo has not grown 
a great deal, and there is an idea that an- 
other colt in the stable, Lord Rosebery’s San 
Marino, a son of Spion Kop, will prove the 
better of the pair for the Derby. 

Those who see Mr. Gilpin’s colt Black 
Watch constantly at work say that they do 
not care a great deal for him, but Black 
Watch showed himself on racecourses last 
season to be a pretty good colt, and it is 
far too early yet to start condemning him. 


CITY AND SUBURBAN BETTING. 

There has been no attempt made so far to 
bet much on the City and Suburban, and 
those layers who offer advance prices are not 
extending themselves against either Fohanaun 
or og Park for this popular Epsom event.

It is’ likely that Crawford will try 
to repeat his victory there with Parth, but 
Hot Night has any amount of weight- for- -age 
engagements, including the Chester Vase in 
the same week as the “ Jubilee,’’ and his real 
objective of the season is the Eclipse Stakes. 
It will be interesting to see how Hot Night, 
Ranjit Singh, and Kincardine do this season, 
for their sire, Gay Crusader, needs a lift 
rather badly. i
